WASHINGTON | The United States may have 
to call up thousands more National Guard 
and Reserve troops within weeks for duty 
in Iraq, the Defense Department’s second- 
ranking general said Wednesday. 

The Bush administration still hopes that 
Turkey, India, Pakistan or South Korea will 
contribute thousands of troops for security 
duty in Iraq, said Marine Gen. Peter Pace, 
vice chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But 


military planners are not counting on it. 

Although reservists are called upon to 
serve in every overseas conflict, the scope 
of involvement and length of duty in Iraq 
have raised questions about whether the Bush 
administration is asking citizen soldiers to 
shoulder too much of the burden. 

About 130,000 U.S. troops are in Iraq, of 
which at least 20,000 are Guard and Reserve.

No-Call 
Registry 
On Hold 

Congress vows action after 
judge rules for telemarketers 

WASHINGTON! Hold the phone ! Consumers 
who thought they would get a reprieve from 
telemarketing calls starting next week may 
have to wait longer for peace and quiet. 

A federal judge in Oklahoma City sided 
with telemarketers who sued to stop the 
Federal Trade Commission’s “do -not- call” 
list. The FTC asked the court Wednesday to 
block the ruling and filed for an appeal. 

More than 50 million phone numbers have 
been submitted to the FTC registry by people 
who don’t want business solicitation calls. 
The list was to take effect next Wednesday, 
and regulators and telemarketers said they 
weren’t sure whether the judge’s order would 
stop that from happening. 

In the meantime, the FTC said consumers 
can continue to sign up for the free service. 

Lawmakers quickly denounced the judge’s 
decision and pledged to pass legislation to 
clarify any questions about FTC authority. 

“This is the goofiest decision that I’ve seen 
in a long time,” said Sen. Charles Schumer, 
D-N.Y. 

After the ruling, angry consumers posted 
the judge’s office and home phone numbers 
on Web sites and encouraged people to call 
and complain, david ho (ap)

Military Expands 
Guantanamo Probe 


WASHINGTON | An investigation 
into possible security breach- 
es at the Guantanamo Bay pris- 
on camp for terror suspects has 
expanded to a third member of the 
military. Pentagon officials said 
Wednesday. 

The arrests of an Air Force trans- 
lator and a Muslim Army chaplain — 
both worked at the Cuban base and 
have apparent ties to Syria — have 
shaken Defense Department offi- 
cials. About 660 suspected Taliban 
or al Qaeda members are being held 
at the high-security base. 

A member of the Navy who was 
also part of the small military com- 
munity at the Guantanamo Bay pris- 
on camp is under investigation in 


the security probe but has not been 
arrested. Pentagon officials said. 

So far, charges have been filed 
only against Senior Airman Ahmad 
I. al-Halabi, 24, who worked as an 
translator for the detainees. He is 
accused of espio- 
nage, aiding the 
enemy, and charges 
that he tried to pass 
classified informa- 
tion about prison- 
ers and base secu- 
rity to “the enemy” 
and to his native Syria. 

Al-Halabi denies the charges, 
claiming he was trying to arrange 
a trip to Syria to get married, his 
lawyer said, matt kelley (ap)

than two weeks to go before the 
election, the top candidates vying 
to replace Gov. Gray Davis studied 
up Wednesday for what could be 
the only debate of the campaign to 
include Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

The stakes were high for last 
night’s televised debate: Two-thirds 
of voters in a recent poll said they

Former Vt. governor 
builds bank as Bush 
eloses in on $80 million 

WASHINGTON | Howard Dean has 
broken former President Clinton’s 
Democratic record for most money 
raised in a three -month burst, while 
new rival Wesley Clark is turning 
to some of Clinton’s most effective 
fundraisers to help him jump-start 
his presidential campaign. 

No Democrat is coming close to 
President Bush’s fundraising, howev- 
er. Bush is expected to collect about 
$43 million by the time the third 


quarter ends next Tuesday, bring- 
ing his total this year to roughly $78 
million, GOP officials said. 

Dean, raising millions on the 
Internet, is likely to take in $13 
million to $16 million this quarter, 
a campaign insider said. That would 
lift him to at least $23.5 million for 
the race so far and likely make him 
the year’s Democratic moneyleader. 

Democratic strategists say Dean 
could raise at least double what his 
party’s other top hopefuls will collect 
during the third quarter. The for- 


mer Vermont governor has already 
passed the Democratic record set by 
Clinton, who took in $10.3 million 
over three months in 1995 for his 
re-election. 

Clark is on pace to collect $2 mil- 
lion or more by the time the fund- 
raising quarter ends, after only 
two weeks in the Democratic race. 
The retired general, like Clinton 
an Arkansan, is getting a boost 
from some of the former presi- 
dent’s most prolific fundraisers.

Scientists express 
concern about drugs 
effectiveness 

WASHINGTON | A drug long used 
in Germany to ease the ravag- 
es of Alzheimer’s disease took a 
step toward the U.S. market on 
Wednesday when government 
scientists backed memantine as 
the first treatment specifically 
for late stages of the neurologi- 
cal disease. 

But the Food and Drug 
Administration’s advisers struggled 
with how much benefit memantine 
actually offers, and if it could give

COLD SPRING, MINN. | A Stu- 
dent opened fire at a high school 
Wednesday, killing one student 
and critically wounding a second, 
authorities said. 

The suspect was taken into cus- 
tody after the late-morning shoot- 
ing at the 829 -student Rocori High 
School in Cold Spring, a small town 
about 60 miles northwest of the 
Minneapolis -St. Paul area. 

Police Chief Phil Jones said 
“there was chaos” as police arrived 
at the school. One of the students 
was shot while in the school’s 
weight room and the other shoot- 
ing occurred in the gym. 

Aaron Rollins, a senior, died 
at a hospital. The other wounded 
student, a freshman, was in criti- 
cal condition. Police did not release 
his name. 


Seniors are about 18 years old 
and freshmen are about 14. The 
suspect is a freshman. 

Officials evacuated the school 
and sent all students home. 

“There was kids crying, and it 
was really quiet,” student Jamie 
Toddingham, told KSTP-TV. 

Jones said the investigation 
was still under way, but that 
it appeared that a teacher and 
coach talked the suspect into 
surrendering a small-caliber 
gun. When police arrived, the boy 
was in the custody of the school’s 
staff in an administrative office, 
he said. 

Mike Austreng, editor of the 
weekly Cold Spring Record, 
said he saw one wounded stu- 
dent airlifted from the school.

Persistently Dangerous Schools? Not Here, States Say 


N.M. Divided on 
Education Plan 

ALBUQUERQUE | A ballot question on 
whether to devote more state money 
to schools remained undecided a 
day after the election, and the 
result of the narrow vote may not be 
known for nearly three more weeks. 

The latest unofficial count 
Wednesday afternoon showed the 
measure was failing by just 23 votes 
of the more than 183,000 cast. The 
vote seesawed as counties revised 
their tallies. Counties have until 
Oct. 3 to complete their canvass 
of returns, and the state will cer- 
tify the results Oct. 14. 


The financing proposal is cru- 
cial to help plug a looming budget 
shortfall and pay for newly enacted 
school improvements, such as better 
teacher pay, expected to cost $100 
million. 

The second 
amendment in 
Tuesday’s special 
election passed 
easily, granting Gov. 

Richardson Bill Richardson the 

authority to appoint 

a secretary of education. 

“Voters said yes’ to changing 
our education system, and the 
true winners will be New Mexico’s 
children and New Mexico’s future,” 
Richardson said, (ap) 


WASHINGTON | Only 52 of the 
nation’s 91,000 public schools are 
labeled persistently dangerous by 
their states, findings that allow 
students in those few schools to 
transfer to safer places but deny a 
similar option to tens of millions 
of other children. 

The lack of a label does not mean 
a school is without crime, but rather 
that there is not enough to merit 
the designation. There were nearly 
700,000 violent crimes in America’s 
schools in 2000, the last year for 
which statistics were available. 

The new school year marks the 
first time that states must define 


and identify their most danger- 
ous schools and let all students at 
those schools enroll elsewhere in 
their district. 

Forty-four states and the 
District of Columbia have respond- 
ed by declaring they have no schools 
fitting that description. 

The order to designate 
unsafe schools is part of feder- 
al law designed to hold schools 
accountable and give students 
choices. 

But to some school advocates, 
the small number identified is so 
implausible it renders the ordered 
assessment meaningless, (ap)

At least one Iraqi was killed 
and 18 others were wounded, police 
and hospital officials reported. Five 
of the injured were in critical condi- 
tion, hospital officials reported. 

In Mosul, a bomb exploded in a 
movie theater showing foreign sex 
films, and witnesses said two peo- 
ple were killed and seven injured.

Court Dismisses War-Crimes Cases 


BRUSSELS, BELGIUM | Belgium’s 
highest court dismissed war crimes 
complaints Wednesday against 
former President George Bush, 
Vice President Dick Cheney, and 
Secretary of State Colin Powell, 
ruling the country no longer has a 
legal basis to charge them. 

The decision was expected to 
improve Belgium’s diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States and 
Israel, which hit their lowest points 
in decades over the complaints. The 
Bush administration threatened to 
move NATO headquarters out of 
Belgium over the country’s use of 
the law to file complaints against 
leaders in the United States. 


The cases were based on a 
Belgian universal jurisdiction law 
allowing foreigners to file genocide 
and war crimes complaints against 
foreign leaders. With Wednesday’s 
decision, no other cases against U.S. 
officials are pending. 

The complaints against Bush, 
Powell, and Cheney, who was then 
U.S. defense secretary, were filed on 
behalf of the families of seven Iraqis 
killed or injured during the 1991 
Gulf War. The issue centers on the 
February 1991 bombing of a shel- 
ter in Baghdad, which killed 403 
people. American aircraft attacked 
the shelter believing it was a com-

Protest Turns Violent 

Police fired tear gas and exchanged 
gunfire with demonstrators who 
blocked streets Wednesday in a sec- 
ond day of protests over the killing 
of a gang leader loyal to President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide.

The Nov. 16 
vote will be Serbia’s third attempt 
since last fall to elect the head of 
state.

Refugees Cite Pressure 
To Return to Chechnya 


Officials cut power, 
bar aid workers from 
camp in Russia 

ORDZHONIKIDZEVSKAYA, RUSSIA I 
Police have barred humanitarian 
workers and others from a Chechen 
refugee camp in Ingushetia in 
what some refugees see as part of 
an effort to forcibly relocate them 
back to neighboring Chechnya. 

The prohibition comes as a resi- 
dent of a camp near this village said 
Wednesday that police cut power 
and gas supplies two days earlier. 
The U.N. High Commissioner says 
gas, power and water supplies to the 
camp have been intermittent. 

Ivan Pomeshchenko, the head of 
the Ingushetia branch of the Federal 
Migration Service, said he barred 
outsiders from entering the camp 


last week for security reasons after 
suicide bombings and other attacks 
in areas near Chechnya. He denied 
that the restrictions were part of a 
plan to force the refugees back to 
Chechnya in advance of the Oct. 5 
regional presidential election. 

The Kremlin has touted the 
election as part of its effort to bring 
peace and stability to the region. 
Officials have encouraged refugees 
to return to Chechnya in an appar- 
ent attempt to show that life there 
is returning to normal. 

Many refugees say they are afraid 
to return. Four years after Russian 
troops entered the region, begin- 
ning the second war against sepa- 
ratists in a decade, rebels mount 
daily attacks while Russian forces 
conduct security sweeps that rights 
groups say have been fraught with 
abuses of civilians, yuri bagrov (ap)

WASHINGTON | The District of 
Columbia government is looking 
for a new chief medical examiner. 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams said 
Wednesday he has told embattled 
M.E. Dr. Jonathan L. Arden that the 
time has come for a change. 

Arden’s suspension with pay 
occurred earlier this week after 
Herb Tillery, the District’s acting 
city administrator, received a report 
from the Office of the Corporation 
Counsel. The city’s legal depart- 
ment conducted its own review 
of the allegations leveled against 
Arden and found that some could 
be substantiated. 

Five women, all deputy medi- 
cal examiners, are expected to tes- 
tify Thursday before the Judiciary 
Committee of the D.C. Council. 
They have also filed formal com- 
plaints with the D.C. Office of 
Human Rights and the U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. The complaints con- 
tend that Arden gave preferential 
treatment to some employees based 
on their gender and his personal 
relationships. 

Drs. Sarah Colvin, Constance 
DiAngelo, Gertrude Juste and 
Marie Pierre-Louis are all medi- 
cal doctors. Dr. Lois Goslinoski 
is a doctor of osteopathic medi- 
cine. All have substantial back- 
grounds in forensic pathology. 


WASHINGTON I As thousands of 
people in the Washington area 
remained without power follow- 
ing Hurricane Isabel, Montgomery 
County Executive Doug Duncan 
blasted Pepco for its handling of 
the storm’s aftermath. 

In a letter to Maryland Gov. 

Robert Ehrlich, 
Duncan urged the 
state to “conduct a 
vigorous and thor- 
ough investigation 
into the root causes 
of the utility com- 
panies’ significant 
delays in restoring electricity.” 

Duncan aimed most of his out- 
rage in the letter at Pepco, telling

“This storm was almost three 
times as large as any storm we have 
seen in the past,” said Pepco Vice 
President Ted Trebue. 

Meanwhile, D.C. Mayor Anthony

the utility’s effort even though 
10,000 Pepco customers in the 
District remained without power.

Returns to Form 


Oft-injured running 
back is healthy and 
producing for Terps 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I There’s no 
catching Bruce Perry from behind 
anymore, and there’s no keeping 
him on the bench — even after 
he’s absorbed a tackle that leaves 
his entire body numb. 

The senior burst onto the nation- 
al scene in 2001, running for 1,242 
yards and scoring 10 touchdowns 
as the Atlantic Coast Conference 
offensive player of the year. Last 
year, however. Perry played in 
only six games because of myriad 
injuries, including a strained stom- 
ach muscle, a torn groin and a sore 
shoulder. 

It was more of the same over the 
first three weeks of the 2003 season 
as Perry saw limited action because 
of a sprained ankle. He returned 
to form last Saturday night, how- 
ever, running for 79 yards on just 
14 carries and scoring two touch-

Physical Fitness: U.S. 
Prepares for Nigeria 


S 0 C C E R I Nigeria’s Super Falcons are 
no match for the American women 
in overall soccer skills. So they often 
bring something more to the game: 
brute force. 

It’s not necessarily malicious, 
nor is it always effective. But when 
the United States plays Nigeria in 
a first-round World Cup game 
Thursday night, there’s no ques- 
tion it will be a physical match. 

The only two Nigeria-United 
States games were one-sided 
American victories. But in the 
1999 World Cup — a 7-1 U.S. win 
— and in a 3-1 victory at the 2000 
Olympics in Sydney, U.S. players 
were roughed up. 

While Nigeria coach Sam 


Okpodu says there isn’t any 
malevolence involved in those 
tactics, he admits his players are 
“competitive.” 

U.S. coach April Heinrichs 
agrees. She contends the Nigerians 
simply believe they must contest 
every ball, and that they some- 
times get carried away in how 
they do so. 

“If we back away, we run the 
risk of playing in fear during the 
game. Certainly, we have some cou- 
rageous players that won’t back off 
That’s part of being a good team.”

Smithsonian exhibit 
showcases photos of 
Kennedys’ early days 

WASHINGTON! Jacqueline Kennedy, 
books under her arm, walks with fel- 
low students to an American history 
class. John F. Kennedy, the junior 
senator from Massachusetts, studies 
a document through thick-rimmed 
spectacles. The newlyweds examine 
a pile of wedding photos. 

Those are scenes from “Camelot 
at Dawn,” an exhibit of 55 black- 
and-white photos taken in May 1954 
— during the couple’s first year of 
marriage — at their Washington 
townhouse near Georgetown 
University. The exhibit opened 
Sept. 19 at the Smithsonian’s Arts 
and Industries Building. 

Photographer Orlando Suero, 
now 78 and retired, took the photos 
during a four-day shoot for McCall’s 
magazine, for an article intended to 
portray a typical week in the young 
couple’s life. 

Married on Sept. 12, 1953, the 
couple was eager to “project an idyl- 
lic portrait of happy young newly- 
weds” even as Kennedy was posi-

tioning himself to run for higher 
office, the museum said in a hand- 
out accompanying the exhibit. 

The show, which runs through 
Jan. 4, is based on “Camelot at 
Dawn,” a book by Anne Garside, 
public relations director at Johns 
Hopkins University’s Peabody 
Institute in Baltimore, in which 
the photos also appear. 

Like many politicians, Kennedy 
usually avoided being photographed 
with glasses, but there is a shot of the 
bespectacled senator intently look- 
ing over some papers in his Capitol

But Kennedy also used the occa- 
sion to playfully tease his wife. 

“Jack said something like, Jackie, 
you look absolutely gorgeous,”’ Suero 
recalled, “but he was always kidding 
her, so he followed up this compli- 
ment with ‘but if you stood side- 
ways, you’d disappoint half the 
men in America.’” 

Mrs. Kennedy responded by 
“solicitously straightening Jack’s

From Russia 
With Jokes 


Two minor Chekhov 
classics come to life 
at an Arlington theater 

STAGE I Anton Chekhov himself 
didn’t take either “The Bear” or 
“The Marriage Proposal” entire- 
ly seriously, calling one a “stupid 
vaudeville” and the other a “scabby 
little vaudeville,” but these farcical 
one-acts are hardly the coarse, bag- 
gypants comedies their author dis- 
missed them as being. 

Brought to life for a six-week 
run as “Chekhov’s Jokes” by direc- 
tor Veniamin Filshtinsky for 
Arlington’s well-regarded Classika 
Theatre, these plays take as their 
target the foolish and inconsistent 
rural Russian nobility. 

In “The Bear,” a young widow 
who stoically endured her lousy 
late husband’s affairs and abuse 
dedicates herself to his memory 
after his death. She is jolted out of 
this bizarre but cozy existence by 
a visit from a creditor who claims 
that the dead man has a debit out- 
standing. 

In “The Marriage Proposal,” a

simple domestic arrangement goes 
haywire when a young couple tries 
to arrange a marriage despite the 
families’ feuding over a useless 
piece of land. 

Russian audiences loved 
Chekhov’s little “vaudevilles,” 
and so will modern Americans.

MUSEUMS I Keeping the delicate 
canvases of the old masters from 
falling to pieces has always been 
tricky, but safeguarding works of 
modern and contemporary art is 
no easier. Unorthodox techniques 
and ephemeral materials can ren- 
der even a recent piece the subject 
of prolonged debate. 

You can get a glimpse at this dif- 
ficult process at Friday’s “Behind the 
Scenes in the Conservation Lab.” 
This series of gallery talks is devoted 
to the combination of art-historical 
scholarship and cutting-edge sci- 
ence that constitutes the field of art 
conservation. 

Hirshhorn Museum staff are 
currently deciding the fate of Paul 
Thek’s “Fishman.” Consisting of 
latex casts of fish and the artist’s 
body supported by metal rods and 


stuffed with cotton batting and 
newspaper, the 1968 sculpture is 
now too fragile to be installed as 
intended — lashed to a dead tree. 

Should its decay be reversed or 
halted through the use of invasive 
chemicals, slowed by storage in an 
oxygen-free environment, or simply 
accepted as the inevitable effect of 
time on substances never intended 
to be archival? 

Currently included in the con- 
servation section of the museum- 
wide “Gyroscope” show, “Fishman” 
underwent intense scrutiny in the 
museum’s conservation laboratory 
before being laid out in a vitrine for 
display, glenn dixon

I’m meeting a friend for dinner in 
Arlington. What’s inexpensive and 
Metro accessible? 

Try the pretty Minh’s 
(Vietnamese) or the new Harry’s 
Tap Room (modern American). 

What would you say is the best 
Greek restaurant in the D.C. area? 

Traditional Greek? Hands down, 
it’s Mykonos Grill in Rockville. 

If you were going to open a restau- 
rant (hypothetically,) where in D.C. 
would you open, what would you 
serve and at what price point? 

Right this minute? I’d open a 
wine bar with a dozen or so small 
plates — nothing more than $9 — in 
Logan Circle, a neighborhood beg- 
ging for (good) restaurants.

C 0 0 K I N G I Why does eggplant scare 
people? 

Don’t believe what some cooks 
say about it. Most of the mythol- 
ogy has to do, in one way or 
another, with the vegetable’s 
supposed bitterness. 

Let’s get one thing 
straight right from the start: 
Eggplants are not bitter. At 
least they are no more bitter 
than a green bell pepper 
or a green apple. In fact, 
it’s that subtle edge that 
makes eggplant such a 
great companion to so 
many other ingredients. 

Fry an eggplant in olive oil and 
what once was a hard, dry vegetable 
becomes downright voluptuous. The 
surface crisps slightly, and the inside 
turns creamy and smooth. 

Actually, it’s one of those sup- 
posed cures for bitterness that is 
the secret to great fried eggplant. 
Salting the vegetable does nothing 
to remove bitterness. But it does pull 
the water out of the eggplant, col- 
lapsing the cells, which then absorb 



oil more easily during cooking. 

What do you do with fried egg- 
plant? If it’s cut into disks, one 
approach is to think of it as a really 
luxurious fresh pasta. Roll it around 
ricotta or goat cheese. Or you can 
layer it with fresh cheese, cover it 
with tomato sauce and bake it. Or 
you can go another direction: Dice 
it before frying and then use it as a 
creamy counterpart to braised meat 
in stews, russ parsons (l.a. times) 


COLD EGGPLANT SALAD 


2 pounds long 
thin eggplants 
1 tablespoon 
minced garlic 
1/2cupoliveoil 
2tablespoons 
lemon juice 
2teaspoons 
salt 


1/2teaspoon 
minced 
rosemary 
1/4teaspoon 
red pepper 
flakes 

Ground black 
pepper 



Removethetough green calyx- 
es and cuttheeggplants into thirds 
or halves to fit in your steamer bas- 
ket. Steam them over rapidly boil- 
ing water until tender, about 5 min- 
utes. The perfect point of done- 
ness is when a knife will slip easily 
into the eggplant, but it is not so 
cooked thatthe skin wrinkles. 

Remove the egg plant from the 
heat and set aside until it’s just 
cool enough to handle (the hot- 
terthe eggplant, the better it will 
absorb the dressing). While the 
eggplant is cooling, whisk togeth- 
er the garlic, olive oil, lemon juice, 
salt, rosemary and red pepper 
flakes in a mixing bowl. 


Cut the eggplant pieces in half 
lengthwise. If the bottom ends are 
very thick, cutthese in quarters. 
Cutagain to make 2-inch piec- 
es and add them to the dressing. 
Toss well to combine and refriger- 
ate until ready to serve. To serve, 
add the black pepper, then taste 
the eggplant and adjust the sea- 
soning.

GERRY SPENCE , defense lawyer and 
author of “The Smoking Gun,” was 
online Wednesday to discuss the 
media’s role in shaping perception. 


Do you think it’s the media or just 
peoples’ natural way of thinking 
that helps fan the flames against 
people defendants by presum- 
ing they’re guilty and taking sides 
before all the facts are known? 

I think the media in these kinds 
of cases make it trial-by-media — 
trial-by-television or trial-by-news- 
paper. It violates the ideas we have 
of a fair trial because the state’s wit- 
nesses give the side of the state’s 
story and can’t be cross-examined 
by the defendant. So, most people 
who are selected for the jury have 
already made up their minds. The 
defendant goes into the trial pre- 
sumed guilty instead of innocent, 
as the Constitution provides. 

What is your take on the Kobe 
Bryant case? Will it be another 0. J. 
Simpson trial? 

Well, it won’t be another O. J. 
trial, but it has already become a 
media feeding frenzy. It will likely 
destroy the lives of Kobe Bryant and 
the young woman who has made 
the complaint against him. 

I have to agree with you about 
Kobe’s life being destroyed. 

If he’s found innocent, some peo- 
ple won’t believe he’s innocent. If 
he’s found guilty, his life will be 
destroyed. From this day forward, 
he will never be vindicated. 

Your book sounds like a courtroom 
drama. What do you think of those 
types of shows on TV? Like “The 
Practice” or “Law and Order”? 

I don’t watch them. TV dramas 
tend to make people suspicious of 
their friends and neighbors and to 
hate their own species. These kinds 
of shows, which usually involve vio- 
lence, tend to frighten us to the point 
where we are willing to give up our 
rights in exchange for the promise 
of safety by our government.
